Poway Field Day 


NNV reports that the Poway Amateur Radio Society (PARS) operated a 2A field day site with a 
GOTA station at Lake Poway in Poway. 


The setting was absolutely perfect with many trees that gave wonderful shade for the operating 
stations, allowed the stringing up of very capable dipoles and inverted Vs, and had excellent 
picnic facilities for preparation of the food supplies for the operators and attendees. 


{un part of the Poway Field Day was the participation of some 15 Scouts, under the leadership 
of Kevin (KK6FRK ). The scouts worked on the requirements and practices needed for getting 
their Radio Merit badge. They operated the contest stations for several minutes and learned 
about logging using NiMM. 


The site was visited by members of the Poway City council. They are strong supporters of the 
emergency preparedness activities that PARS members perform with the Poway fire department. 
They were also supporters of the effort for getting the Poway antenna ordinance modified to 
make it ham friendly. 


A great time was had by all. 


Wires-X 


Yaesu’s Wires-X technology, a truly exciting radio medium with great 
opportunities for conversations around this country and around the 
world, is up and functioning in Northern San Diego County with the 

new Wires-X node on 147.075, one of the PARC repeaters maintained 
by KF6WTN on Mount Palomar. 


Basic FM repeaters have evolved little in 30 years, but now Wires-X, in 
the same way as Echolink, can connect to distant repeaters using the 
Internet. Connecting to a local Wires-X node in digital mode with any 
size of fusion radio, therefore, opens the door to hundreds of other 
nodes and rooms. 


Yaesu maintains a list of nodes and rooms on its website in DTMF 
order of nodes, but touching the word “city” in the heading will cause 
the list to sort by location, giving you the ability to look up nodes in any 


area you choose. Most of our digital radios have corresponding tutorial 
videos on YouTube showing just how to connect them to the initial 
node, and then connect farther to any room we desire, either in the 
nation or around the world, plus how to do all the necessary 
disconnects. 


Since Wires-X, unlike Echolink, is end-to-end digital, every 
conversation on it is clear and easy to understand. In addition to 
opening a new aspect of ragchewing, it serves as a good resource 
where family members and friends who have licenses can meet in a 
designated room to keep in touch, especially when regular 
communications fail. Of course, we must observe the important 
courtesy protocols, such as asking if the node is clear, announcing to 
which room we are moving, and disconnecting the node behind us so 
others can use it.

Fourth of July Fun Facts 


1. Only John Hancock actually signed the Declaration of Independence on July 4, 1776. All 
the others signed later. 

2. The Declaration of Independence was signed by 56 men from 13 colonies. 

3. The average age of the Signers of the Declaration of Independence was 45. The youngest 
was Thomas Lynch, Jr (27) of South Carolina. The oldest delegate was Benjamin Franklin 
(70) of Pennsylvania. The lead author of The Declaration, Thomas Jefferson, was 33. 

4. The only two signers of the Declaration of Independence who later served as President of 
the United States were John Adams and Thomas Jefferson. 

5. The stars on the original American flag were in a circle so all the Colonies would appear 
equal. 

6. President John Adams, Thomas Jefferson and James Monroe all died on the Fourth. 
Adams and Jefferson (both signed the Declaration) died on the same day within hours of 
each other in 1826. 

7. Benjamin Franklin proposed the turkey as the national bird but was overruled by John 
Adams and Thomas Jefferson, who recommended the bald eagle. 

8. Barbecue is also big on Independence Day. Approximately 150 million hot dogs and 700 
million pounds of chicken are consumed on this day. 

9. Every 4th of July the Liberty Bell in Philadelphia is tapped (not actually rung) thirteen times 
in honor of the original thirteen colonies.
